Insofar as Dr. Li Shu-far's 
remarks at Tuesday’s mecting of 
the Sanitary Board aim at more 
effective measures for safeguard. 
ing the Colony’s food supplies 
from contaminating influences, 
they are lo be heartily com. 
mended, There cannot be the. 
‘least question that grave danger 
to public health is exused by the 
conditions under which certain 
types of food are exposed for 
sale in this Colony, ‘notably in 
open-fronted shops, at open-air 
meat stalls, and on the portable 
stalls carricd about by itinerant 
hawkers, Dr. Li is anxious that 
stringent measures «should be 
applied for.the purpose of com- 
batting this danger, and his plea _ 

“ulong these lines is Well-baged, 
The main burden of his speech, 
however, was directed to the 
securing of unifled control in the 
matter of the issuing of licences, 
He complained at what he term- 
ed the chaotic and unsatisfactory 
position eaused by the multipli- 
city of licensing authorities ‘for 
‘the sale of food, and urged that 
the Sanitary Department should 
be made the’ sole authority, 
This point seems to us unimport. 
ant, There may be, and prob- 
ably qre, good and adequate rea. 
sons why there should be this 
diversity in licensing control, but 
‘the fact that the control is 
divided does not really touch the 
main issue, which is ‘the protec. 
tion of the publie from the dan- 
sers of unwholesome food. We 
cannot, in fact, understand Dr. 
Li Shu-fan’s remark that as 
many of the licences are outside’ 
the control of the Sanitary‘ 
Board, the Sanitary Department 
is unable to exercise any san- 
itary control over them, Dealing 
with restaurants, licences for 
which are issued by the 5.C.A,, 
Dr. Li stated that the Sanitary 
Department officers visit and re 
port on their sanitary condition 
onee vt year, 48 a matter of rout. 
ine, before the licences are re- 
nowed. If that is the extent of 
the Sanitary Départment's net- 
‘ivities, in regard to, these estab. 
lishments, all that can be said is 
that it is failing in its duty, 
Under the Public Health and 
Buildings Ordinance, the Depart.

“Our position in Turkestan {a 
‘purely defenniye, considering that 
we have neither the intention to 
mennee nor any interest in menac- 
ing,England {n India. But it gives 
UB base for operations which if 
required can become an offensive 
one.” 

The meaning of this ix clear. 
Great Britain hag many ways of 
getting ‘at Russian in Europe, while 
Ruasia cannot get back at Britain. 
A strong position in Central Asia 
to some extent remedies this altua- 
tion. 3 

Cznrist Russin ‘frankly intended 
that London should understand 
that if Britain brought too much 
pressure to bear on her in Europe, 
she, Russia, had a means of bring- 
ing counter pressure to Dear 
against Britain In India.

The main burden of his speech, 
however, was directed to the 
seeuring of unified control in the 
matter of the issuing of licences. 
He complained at what he term- 
ed the chaotic and unsatisfactory 
position caused by the multipli- 
city of licensing authorities for 
the gale of food, and urged’ that 
the Sanitary Department shouid 
he made the sole «authority. 


- This point seems to us unimport- 


ant. There may be, and prob. 
ably are, good and adequate rea- 
sons why there should be this 
diversity in licensing control, but 
the fact that the control is 
divided does not really touch the 
main issie, which is the protec. 
tion of the public from the dan- 
gers of unwholesome food. We 
cannot, in fact, understand Dr, 
Li Shu-fan's remark that ‘as 
many of the licences ‘are outside 
the control. of the Sanitary 
Board, the Sanitary Department 
is unable to exercise any san- 
itary control over them. Dealing 
with restaurants, Heences for 
which are issued by the S.C.A., 
Dr. Li stated that the Sanitary 
Department officers visit and re 
port on their sanitary condition 
once a yent; a8 a matter of rout- 
ine, before the licences are re- 
newed. If that is the extent of 
the Sanitary Department's act- 
ivities im regard to these estab- 
lishments, attthat can be said is 
that.it is failing in its duty. 
Under the Public Health and 
Buildings Ordinance, the Depart- 
ment is given full power to visit 
any premises where food is sold 
or prepared, to seize food unfit 
for consumption; and to prose- 
cute. those responsible. Indeed, 
under this Ordinance, the San- 
itary Department is specifically 
charged with the duty of safe- 
guarding all food supplics., This 
obligation rests on the Depart- 
ment in all cases, no matter who 
the licensing authority may be. 
The remedy, therefore, Hes in

HOSPITAL'S HISTORY. 


The Chairman (Mr. Law Pings 
tani), addressing the gathering at 
the opening: of the proceedings, 
anid?—=Yotr Excellency; Lady’ Peet: 
Ladies and Gentlemen.—On behalf 
of the hospital I have’ to thank 
Your Excellency for performing 
the opening ceremony and for the 
other visitors for their kind at- 
tendance, A short history of our 
hospitul would be interesting. It 
was on the initiative of one Mr, 
Leung Hole-chau that it came into 
being. This was on the ninth year 
of the reign of Emporer Tung Chi 
of the Ching Dynasty, 64 sears ayo, 
Successive commiltee affected im- 
provenients from time to time under, 
the guidanee of the Hongkong 
Government and with the strong 
support of the community of this 
Colony, until now, ‘it hag becom: 
one of the leading benevolent in- 
stitutions of South China. Its 
nome has become a byeword with 
Chinese community. 


Its work has expanded a good 
deal within recent years, ao much 
so that the hospital secommodation 
was found inndequate to fulfil the 
increasing demand on its work, 
‘The decision was then reached te 
rebuild a large portion of the 
hospital, and this extensive work, 
carried out in four stages, has 
now been completed. 


It is interesting ‘to recall that 
when Sir Cecil Clementi, Your Ex- 
cellency'’s distinguished predeces- 
sor, in 1928 pald a visit to the 
hospital he entered a memorandum 
in a record of this hopsital to the 
effect that rebuilding was highly 
desirable, This opinion was shared 
by many other cesdents, amongst 
them Mr. M. K. Lo, the then 
chairman of the hospital, who in a 
report submitted on behalf of the 
committee of that year, expressed 
the opinion that in the event of re- 
building, such wok might be ad- 
vantagcously carricd out section by 
section.

WANTED 


Several surprising proposals were submitted and 
discussed ‘at the conference of representatives of the 
Football League, held in Liverpool recently, it is revealed 
by the report only just issued. Although no definite 
action was taken, many of the proposals were interesting 
and worthy of much consideration. 


The following proposals by the 
F. A. of Wales were considered 
and adjourned :— 

“That an arrangement for pool- 
ing all International gates be ac- 
‘cepted in the true interests of the 
game. (This would not {n'any way 
press hardly upon England or Scot- 
land, and would materially assist 
the game in other countries.) 

“The sclection of international 
antes.to.be made at a specially con, 
vened meeting of the British coun- 
tries In conference and without re- 
strictions; or the extension of the 
the end of 
May,, the extension to apply to in- 
ternational games, only. . 

“For release of players of clubs, 
negotiations to be made direct with 
the clubs concerned, without refer- 
ence to the League managemcht; 
but players in no case to be ap 
proached without the sanction “of 
the club. : 

“Wales would like to place on re- 
cord that she still believes that all 
internationals should be played on 
Saturdays, and trusts that no sacri- 
fico should be considered too great 
to achieve this result.” 

LEAGUE'S OBJECTIONS. 

The representative of the Foot- 
ball League informed the conference 
of the following. resolution passed 
by the management committee of 
the Football League on March 6: 
“That the delegates of the Foot- 
ball League Management Committee 
do not agreo to the release of any 
of their.players for any other na- 
clonal assceiation for Saturday in- 
ternational matches other than the 
Scottish Asgociation’s” match with 
England. ‘That the delegates of 
the Football League Management 
Committee suggest to the English 
and Scottish Associations that, .in 
return for a Saturday International 
match betwecn the two associations, 
the English and Scottish Assocta- 
tions make a grant ench season to. 
the Irish and Welsh Associations.” 

The following proposal was 
accepted for submission to “the 
‘Management Committee of the 
Football League and the Scottish 
Football Lengue, with a request 
that they consider whether any 
modification. ean, be mado for re- 
leasing players for Saturday inter- 
national matches:—"“National asso- 
eistions desiring the services of 
any players registered with’ other 
national associntions for the pur- 
pose of playing international 
matches must tmnke direct applica- 
tion to the clubs for whom the play- 
ers are registered for the release 
of such.playors.” . 

SCOTLAND'S PROPOSALS. 

Proposals by the Scottish F. A. 
also wore fully discussed and de- 
ferred. 
the exception of the match between 
England and: Scotland, all Interna- 
tional matches should be played on 
a day other than Saturday, and thot 
each agsocjation should undertaka to 
use its influpnco to onsure that 
players selected, for international 
maches would be ‘avaliable for tho 
country of thofr birth. :

Fire lozses in the United Kingdom 
Inst year were somewhnt greater 
than in the previous year. In the 
United States and Canada losses have 
shown 1 welcome decline, and, 
although there wie a fall in the 
amount of premium = written, the 
decrease in Josres wos. comparntively 
greater, , 

You will readily appreciate that in 
the face of falling income and the 
necessity fur meeting competitive! 
rates, a continuation of favouradle, 
results is more than ever ‘dependent | 
on a sutinfactory loss experience. 

In your consideration of our re- 
counts Tam sure you will have found 
much that gives cause for sntisfactlun, 
Tho total net Underwriting Income 
from ol! departments wns £1,611,308. 
17. 10. which although 8.1¢% less than 
Inst year {fs os satisfactory an present 
day conditions permit, :

- NOTORIOUS BANDIT

Acadia, Louisiana, May 23. 
The’ notorious Texas bandit, 
Clyde Barrow and his cigar- 
amoking, tworrun paramour, 
Bonnie (“Suicide Sal”) Parker 
were Killed to-day by six Federal 
officers.

To-day, while driving through 
Loulsiana, they. were ambushed 
by Federal officers and drilled 
with machine gun bullets, No 
warning was given, for’ Barrow) 
was carrying a machine jun 
across his knees.

Barrow ranked next to Dillin- 
ger as America's most notorious 
-handits:-In-the-middle-of- January. 
he figured jn a sensational gaol 
break at Crockett, Texas, On 
that occasion while, seventeen 
convieta werg being marched ont 
to a prison farm, one of them 
suddenly plunged his hand into @ 
brushplle, pulled out an automatic 
and blazed away at the guards, 
Two other convicts followed his 
example. Out of rank weeds 
edging a ditch, two men rose and) 
aplnitered machine gun and pistol 
bullets among the wounded 
guards. 


Five of the prisoners and their 
tavo rescucrs escaped In a waiting’ 
car. Some of the prisoners left 
behind identified ‘the man with 
the machlne guy as Clyde ‘Barrow
